1 . Ranjan et al. (US 6,031 ,258) teach a semiconductor device comprising a die 200 
(see Fig. 2) including a plurality of bond pads 110 and 310 configured in array; and a 
lead frame including a plurality of lead fingers (not shown), whereas the lead fingers are 
coupled to the plurality of bond pads with bond wires. However, Ranjan fails to teach 
and/or suggest having a plurality of a first driver cells that locate between a nearest die 
edge and the plurality of bond pads; and a second plurality of driver cells that locate to 
the inside of the plurality of bond pads as the claimed invention. 

The references of interest are cited: Bassett (US 6,242,814 B1), Nakamura (US 
6,307,271 B1), Lyne (US 6,285,560 B1), Hiraga (US 6,323,548 B1), Imamura (US 
6,204,567 B1), Tamura (US 6,037,654), Tamura (US 6,078,068), Fleming (US 
5,828,400), Strauss (US 5,719,449), Torres et al. (US 5,962,926), Koc et al. (US 
5,796,171), Aomura (JP 1-298731), and Hashimoto (JP 5-235090) show a structure of 
bond pads which are configured in array and in a staggered array.
